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Art. 2. To see if the Town will vote to adopt the Stand- 
ing Votes of the Town of Falmouth as printed in the Town 
Reports of 1932 for the year of 1933.

In accordance with the warrant the voters assembled at 
the Junior High School Auditorium, the meeting was called 
to order at 7:30 o’clock P. M. by Milford R. Lawrence, Mod- 
erator, and opened by a prayer from Rev. Leslie F. Wallace. 
A quorum was declared present at 7:46 o’clock P. M. and the 
business of the meeting began. 


Article 1. To see if the town will vote to authorize its 
Treasurer, with the approval of the Selectmen, to borrow 
money in anticipation of the revenue of the financial year 
beginning January 1, 1933. On petition of Board of Select- 
men. 


Voted, that the Town Treasurer, with the approval of 
the Selectmen, be and hereby is authorized to borrow money 
from time to time in anticipation of the revenue of the fin- 
ancial year beginning January 1, 1933, and to issue a note 
or notes therefor, payable within one year, and to renew 
such note or notes as may be given for a period of less than 
one year in accordance with Section 17, Chapter 44, General 
Laws; any debt or debts incurred under this vote to be paid 
from the revenue of the financial year beginning J anuary 1, 
1933. 


159 voted affirmative, 3 negative, a quorum being pres- 
ent. 


Art. 2. To see if the town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate the sum of Twenty-one thousand dollars ($21,000) for 
labor and materials for the purposes of providing emergency 
employment for any or all of the following Public Works of 
the town:—Highway Department, erection of a garage for 
trucks, gravelling of present dirt roads preparatory to later 
hardening of the surface, extending and building new neces- 
Sary drainage—-Water Department, extension of existing 
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water mains.—Park Department, further clearing and prush- 
ing, grubbing, levelling and improving present Town Parks. 
—Moth Department, further creosoting nests of gypsy moths 
along and adjacent to highways.—Selectmen’s Department, 
repairs and upkeep of public buildings.——Fire Warden, build- 
ing of a fire line between Falmouth and Mashpee line, ex- 
tensions of present lanes.—Fire Department, repairs to North 
Falmouth fire station (this latter to comply with state regu- 
lations).—School Department, building and repairing roads 
to or about existing school buildings preparatory for harden- 
ing, repairs and painting to occupied school buildings.—Tree 
Warden Department, further pruning of trees along high- 
ways.—Forestry Department, cleaning and preparing present 
forest properties for reforestation, particularly along the 
Town Water Shed; and to take any action and pass any votes 
that may be required or appear advisable for these purposes. 


Voted, that the sum of $21,000 be raised and appropri- 
ated for the payment of labor and materials on public works 
of the Town for the purpose of providing emergency employ- 
ment, said sum to be used as far as possible on constructive 
work and to be allotted for the purposes named in article 2 
in such amounts as may be directed by the Board of Select- 
men among the following departments, namely, Highway De- 
partment, Water Department, Park Department, Moth De- 
partment, Selectmen’s Department, Fire Department, Fire 
Warden’s Department, School Department, Tree Warden’s 
Department and the Forestry Department. A unanimous 
vote, a quorum being present. 


Art. 3. To see if the town will vote to have a special com- 
mittee consisting of the Board of Selectmen and three other 
voters to be appointed by the moderator for the purpose of 
advising and directing town officials and boards in the most 
helpful ways of expending the moneys appropriated at this 
meeting for the special purpose of creating employment on 
public works. 

Voted, that a special committee consisting of the Board 
of Selectmen and three voters be appointed by the Moder- 
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ator for the purpose of advising the town officials and the 
town boards as to the most helpful ways of expending the 
moneys appropriated at this meeting for the special purpose 
of creating employment on public works. The Moderator ap- 
pointed these three men to act with the Selectmen: Dr. Lewis 
C. Weeks, George A. Griffin, William J. Lockhart. 


Art. 4. To see if the town will raise and appropriate the 
sum of three hundred dollars ($300.00) for the employment 
of an agent or secretary to assist in assigning deserving un- 
employed persons to employment on said Public Works, to 
assist in dividing the periods of employment in order to pro- 
vide employment for the greatest possible number and to 
render such other assistance as may appear advisable. 


Voted, that $300 be raised and appropriated for the em- 
ployment of an agent or secretary for the above purpose. 


Art. 5. To see if the town will vote that in the expendi- 
ture of said special appropriation and work thereunder a 
previous vote of the town establishing the rate of pay at four 
dollars ($4.00) per day be suspended. Above four articles on 
request of the Board of Public Welfare. 


Voted, that in the expenditure of the special appropri- 
ation provided for by this town meeting a previous vote of 
the town establishing the rate of $4.00 per day be suspended. 
Voted unanimous. 


Art. 6. To see if the town will vote to appropriate the 
sum of $6000 for the purpose of extending the water mains 
by laying a pipe not less than 8 inches in diameter from Quis- 
sett towards Woods Hole for the improvement of the system; 
said sum to be appropriated from balances now on hand in 
the water department and water surplus and, or water rey- 
enue, or do or act anything else in this matter. On request 
of the Water Commissioners. 


Voted, that $6000 be appropriated for the above pur- 
pose, same to be appropriated from balances now on hand 
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in the water department and water surplus and, or water 
revenue. A unanimous vote. 


No further action to be taken, the business of the meet- 
ing being completed it was unanimously voted to adjourn, 
the time being 8:20 o’clock P. M.

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Report of Board of Selectmen 


The Selectmen hereby submit their 1933 report. 


The board has been asked this year to lay out several 
avenues and streets, the most of which seem to be desirable 
that the town accept. The building of new houses seem to 
require that the town assume ownership of these streets and 
avenues so that the Public Utilities, Telephone, Electric Light, 
Gas and Water can enter, erect poles and underground con- 
duits to serve the residents. 


We have to report at this time suits against the town 
as reported to this board in letter of Town Counsel under 
date of January 2nd:— 


1. Priscilla Cummings vs. Town of Falmouth, action of 
tort, damages $5,000. pending in the Barnstable Superior 
Court and based upon injuries alleged to have been received 
because of a fall caused by a hole in the macadam sidewalk 
in front of the vacant lot on Main Street adjoining Cahoon 
Court. This case can be settled for a moderate amount and, 
in my opinion, the settlement should be made. 


2. Town of Falmouth, petitioner, vs. Addie C. Pattison 
et al. This is a tax title case filed in the Land Court and re- 
ferred to Heman A. Harding as Master. It will be heard and 
decided probably during the early part of 1934. 


3. Claim, but not as yet a law suit, made by Annie Sul- 
livan and others against the Town of Falmouth for damages 
caused to their property at Menauhant on account of per- 
manent trespass thereon by the Town of Falmouth. This 
arises because the Town admittedly entered upon this prop- 
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erty and placed thereon a permanent structure of pile crib- 
bage and concrete. The claim is made that damage has been 
done thereby to the extent of $3500. The Town entered upon 
this land apparently without obtaining any permission or 
right to do so or release of damages. The entry upon this 
land and the construction of this structure was for the ab- 
solutely necessary and urgent purpose of protecting the high- 
way from being washed away as had practically all of this 
peach been washed away after some severe storms at that 
time. It seems that this claim should be contested and even 
fought out unless the owners of this property are willing to 
take a small amount for a deed to the Town of the portion 
now occupied by the town’s structure of piles and concrete. 


The Cape & Vineyard Electric Co., under this year’s ap- 
propriation have maintained: 


356 40 C. P. lamps, Sunset to 1 A. M., $1.40 per month.

1 100 C. P. lamp, Sunset to 1 A. M., $2.25 per month. 
10 250 C. P. lamps, Sunset to 1 A. M., $4.75 per month. 
13 250 C. P. lamps, All night, $5.41 per month. 

143 40 C. P. lamps, Summer lights, $1.50 per month. 


As is perhaps .well known the town voted, at the annual 
meeting, to cut $3000 in the appropriation for Street Light- 
ing which necessitated the taking out of 172 year round 
lamps which naturally created a great deal of complaint and 
dissatisfaction for which there was no relief. 

The Buzzards Bay Gas Co. at present time have now in- 
stalled 310 services, a gain of 47 over last year’s report. 

The Cape & Vineyard Electric Co. and the New England 
Tel. & Tel. Co. have furnished excellent service through the 


entire year.

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Report of Highway Department 


To the Citizens of the Town of Falmouth: 


All work voted at the Annual Town Meeting has been 
done. 


Namely, hardened with Tarvia mixed in place, Meadow 
Neck Road, Maravista Avenue, Nobska Road, Seapit Road. 


Hardened with asphalt Oyster Pond Road, Gosnold Road, 
Cross Street, Circular Avenue, and Pequossett Avenue. In 
addition to that South Mashpee Road, Davis Road, Siders’ 
Pond Road, and Nashawena Street, for a distance of four- 
teen hundred feet have been hardened with tarvia mixed in 
place. Also Pleasant Street has been completed with asphalt. 


West Street, Woods Hole, has been widened out with 
“Hot Mix” and the corner at West Street and Water Street 
has been cut back and curbed making this a safe corner. 


Buzzards Bay avenue and High street have been curbed 
with cement blocks on the hills. This will stop the washing 
away of the sidewalk and piling up the sand at the foot of the 
hill. 


At North Falmouth the road along by the A & P Store 
has been widened and curbed and the drainage taken care 
of with underground pipes connected to the large drains laid 
last year. At the Post Office corner the road has been wid- 
ened and sidewalks installed; that cleans up this square and 
takes care of the drainage. 


Narrow Bridge has been completely rebuilt with steel 
girders making this bridge safe for 20 tons. 
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The Herring River bridge, Old Silver Beach, has been 
completely rebuilt for a distance of about 50 feet on the south 
end and the curve cut back to make the approach much 
easier. 


There has been 31,000 feet of sidewalk built this year. If 
this progress can be maintained one more year sidewalks will 
be nearly taken care of. 


The sidewalk voted from Glendon Road to Sidney Law- 
rence’s corner has not been built because of lack of State 
permit. 


The machinery of the department is in pretty good 
shape. A new motor of 25 horse power has been installed in 
the Galion Grader which puts this grader in first class 
shape.

I also wish to caution you against using fuses over 15 am- 
peres, except on special circuits. If you have trouble the best 
policy is to call an electrician.

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Water Department Report 


To the Citizens of the Town of Falmouth: 


The Water Commissioners submit herewith their annual 
report for the year ending December 31, 1933. 


At the annual town meeting in February, Mr. Austin F. 
Lawrence was elected for a term of three years to fill the 
vacancy caused by the death of Mr. C. W. Hadley in 1932. 
The board organized with Mr. E. E. C. Swift, Chairman; Mr. 
C. E. L. Gifford, Secretary; Mr. A. F. Lawrence. The office 
and operating staff has continued the same as last year 
with J. C. Moore, Superintendent; G. A. Griffin, Registrar 
and Consulting Engineer (when required); E. B. Hamlin, Col- 
lector; and the clerical and bookkeeping work being per- 
formed by Mrs. Warren Hewins and Mr. Hamlin. 


Review of the Year’s Work: 


Although the rainfall in 1933 was excessive, the amount 
of water pumped for the year was greater than in 1932.. This 
was in part due to a drought in July, to the use of water for 
flushing and for pipe cleaning and to running water to pre- 
vent freezing during the extraordinary cold spell in Decem- 
ber. It was necessary to run the plant at maximum capacity 
for a short period in July and August. This is an annual oc- 
curence resulting from the unrestricted use of water for ir- 
rigation during the droughts. 


The main functions of the waterworks are_ to 
supply water under pressure for domestic purposes and for 
fires. In addition a certain amount is needed for flushing 
mains. The plant has met all the demands placed upon it. 
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Experience of the past few years has shown the need of 
larger main capacity in order to maintain a desirable reserve 
during peak loads. A definite program has been outlined for 
doing this, parts of which were carried out this year. These 
consisted of an additional feeder from Quissett to Woods 
Hole via the Oyster Pond Road, and the cleaning of all old 
mains from the pumping station to Woods Hole. The Oyster 
Pond Road line was put into service before the summer load, 
and showed a notable improvement in maintaining the level 
of water in Woods Hole standpipe. 


Work was begun in November on a 6-inch line to Chap- 
paquoit Island to replace an old line which included some 
3000 ft. of 2-inch pipe laid by the property owners and later 
taken over by the Town. 


Other improvements during the year were the laying of 
a hard surface on the road leading to the Pumping Station. 
This was done by the Highway Department and has increased 
the safety and convenience of access to the station for per- 
sons and coal deliveries. 


Detailed descriptions of the foregoing work are given 
later. 


Meters: 

Meters installed during the year have been confined to 
commercial installations. Meters at Penzance and the Moors 
have been used to get a line on the consumption for com- 
parison with Schedule rates. Where meters have shown a 
larger consumption than the schedule rates would allow, the 
taker has been charged for the excess. 


It is planned to install meters at Chapoquoit Island this 
year, for comparison with the schedule rates and to aid us 
in later establishing an equitable rate. 


Extensions: 


The Oyster Pond Road extension was the largest single 
item of construction. This project had been under consider- 
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ation for some time, awaiting available funds. It consists of 
an 8-inch line from Quissett: Four Corners through the Fells 
and along the Shore Road joining the 8-inch line on Nobska 
Road. A 6-inch connection was also made with a previous 
dead end on the Vineyard Sound Development which has 
materially improved the circulation as well as the fire pres- 
sure. There was a total of 9600 feet of 8-inch “sandspun” pipe 
laid, together with 7 hydrants at points specified by the Chief 
of the Fire Department. Provision was made so that future 
hydrants can be installed without difficulty. 


This line furnishes a third main to Woods Hole for 
emergencies and to relieve the load on the two other mains 
during the summer. This is accomplished in two ways; it 
supplies the takers in the Vineyard Sound and Nobska terre- 
tory direct, and the surplus flows toward the village of Woods 
Hole both thus relieving the draft on the Woods Hole Stand- 
pipe. 

Work on this line was carried on in January and Febru- 
ary: an unusual time to lay water mains. In connection with 
the Town’s program for unemployment relief, $4,500 was al- 
lotted for the labor while the Water Department furnished 
the materials, skilled help and supervision. Although wea- 
ther conditions at times prevented the most efficient work, 
it was completed at a very reasonable cost—9600 feet of 8- 
inch and 600 feet of 6-inch pipe being laid at a cost includ- 
ing accessories, of $1.50 per foot. Factors contributing to 
this were the low price of pipe and labor. 


The next largest project was the Chappaquoit Extension 
which was in progress at the end of the year and is expected 
to be completed early in February. This consists of a new 
6-inch line from the culvert on the Chappaquoit Road along 
the beach to, and looping around, the island. This is an- 
other project that had been under consideration for many 
years, merely waiting an opportune time to finance it. When 
the Chappaquoit water system was taken over by the town 
in 1918, it was held out to the owners that as soon as feasible, 
additional mains and fire protection service would be in- 
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stalled on the island. When the Federal Civil Works Ad- 
ministration program was proposed in the late fall, there was 
an opportunity to secure the money for labor on this job, so 
an application was duly made and approved. Besides fur- 
nishing work for approximately 30 men for 8 weeks, at the 
expense of the Federal Government, it enables us to install 
a much needed permanent improvement to which the takers 
on Chappaquoit are entitled because of having paid full an- 
nual water rates for 15 or 16 years without having the bene- 
fit of hydrant service except on a very small area. The work 
has been under way since November 29 and although the 
weather conditions have prevented efficient pipe laying, sat- 
isfactory progress has been made, and it is felt the project 
will be completed within the time limit set by the Federal 
Government, which is February 15. This will provide hyd- 
rant protection for all houses on Chappaquoit Island. With 
lined pipe, the difficulties caused by rusty water should be 
practically eliminated and the owners of the property on the 
Island will enjoy security in knowing there is fire protection. 
It is a very material benefit to them in reduced insurance 
rates. 


A minor extension which has benefited a considerable 
number of people in East Falmouth was the laying of a 2- 
inch line for about 34 of a mile on the Meeting House Road. 
In connection with this, there was about 700 feet of 6-inch 
pipe laid from the State Road north, replacing an old 1\%4- 
inch line. One hydrant was installed which furnishes pro- 
tection for 7 or 8 houses. Other Minor Extensions included: 


Sacconessett Hills—808 ft. of 2-inch pipe. 
Meeting House Road—2323 ft. of 2-inch pipe. 
Gifford Street—982 ft. 6 inches of 2-inch pipe. 


Wild Harbor Avenue _ Silver Beach—258 ft. of 2-inch 
pipe. 
Worcester Avenue—250 ft. of 2-inch pipe. 
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Cleaning Mains: 


All mains leading to Woods Hole from the pumping sta- 
tion were cleaned for the purpose of increasing their capacity. 
This was recommended by the Pitometer Company of New 
York after the flow tests made during 1932. It was not 
thought desirable to undertake this before the summer sea- 
son for fear of causing discoloration of the water at the time 
when the summer people were here. It was therefore post- 
poned until fall. These mains were last cleaned in 1926 but 
had again become tuberculated so as to seriously reduce their 
capacity. Although there has been no opportunity to test the 
increased flow since the mains were cleaned, it is certain 
that with the heavy drafts of the summer season the value 
of cleaning operations will be felt. Although cleaning of or- 
dinary tar-coated pipe is necessary after a few years, it is 
apparent that is not the final solution of the problem of 
maintaining the capacity of the mains and of keeping the 
water clear. 


Pipe Lining: 

Practically ever since the water system was put in, we 
have been troubled at times with rusty water. Many theories 
have been advanced as to this and all practical remedies 
have been tried to overcome it. Long Pond water is naturally 
very soft and so corrosive that something in the nature of a 
protective lining should be applied to the pipes wherever 
possible. The fundamental cause of the rusty water is the 
action of the water on the bare surfaces of the cast iron 
pipes which become exposed. The remedy which has been 
most successful is the milk of lime treatment which has been 
used since 1929. The purpose of this is to counteract the 
tendencies of the water to corrode the iron and at the same 
time form a protective coating over the exposed iron. Since 
this treatment has been used, there has been a very great 
improvement in the color of the water. To get at the root of 
the trouble the only sure remedy for discoloration of the 
water and formation of tubercules on the inside of the pipe 
is some form of protective coating which will prevent the 
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water from coming in actual contact with the iron. The two 
most common materials used for this are cement and bitum- 
astic enamel. After careful study of the experience had with 
these materials in other communities where the water is of 
a like character, we have determined on the latter as the 
most satisfactory for use in this particular locality. It has 
been used for a period of over 15 years in similar places and 
proven entirely satisfactory. We have therefore adopted the 
policy of laying all future mains lined with bitumastic enam- 
el. This is a black coal tar product which is applied hot to 
the inside of the pipe by centrifugal force. It is sufficiently 
flexible not to crack readily and is hard enough not to flow 
under an increase in temperature. The lined pipe increases 
the capacity of the pipe to an extent that really amounts to 
an enlarged size of pipe. Although there will be for some 
time many miles of unlined pipe in the system, with new 
lined pipe being added for extensions and replacements and 
the development of a method for lining pipe in the ground 
in time we will have a system lined 100%. 


The work of lining pipe with bitumastic enamel can be 
done by our own force and equipment for lining has been 
installed. The plant is not yet complete. Being in the open 
it is only possible to operate in fair weather. We hope, dur- 
ing the year, to be able to enclose the equipment and thus 
make it possible to carry on operations when outside work 
is impossible. In installing this equipment, we received valu- 
able assistance from a foreman loaned us by the Wailes Dove- 
Hermiston Corporation who manufacture the material. They 
also loaned us certain parts of equipment. The first large in- 
stallation in which this pipe has been used was the line to 
Chappaquoit, laid during the winter. As this work was done 
aS an emergency job in connection with the C. W. A., it was 
not possible to line our own pipe in sufficient time, so the 
pipe was purchased already lined at an additional cost of 
8 cents per ft. 
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Maintenance: 

The maintenance department have operated as usual 
with the same personnel. The main line gates have been 
operated at regular intervals, also hydrant gates. All hydrants 
have been inspected and painted and records kept of same. 
During the pipe cleaning operations one 12-inch gate and a 
6-inch blow-off were “cut in” in the Quissett standpipe line. 
A 10-inch gate was “cut in” on the Quissett Avenue line at 
the four corners and all hydrants on the State Road and 
Quissett four corner and Fenno’s farmhouse were moved 
back and gates installed. The foregoing is carrying out the 
policy to eventually have all hydrants supplied with proper 
means of shutting-off for repairs. Three hydrants were 
broken by autos during the year. There was but one major 
break on the main line pipe and that was on Gardner Road 
between Park Street and Gosnold Road, due to water ham- 
mer and disintegrated pipe where it passes through swampy 
filled land. In making the repairs, gates were installed to 
isolate the line in case of another failure and it is part of 
the 1934 program to renew the line with cast iron pipe coat- 
ed both inside and out with bitumastic enamel to resist the 
action of soil and ground water. All standpipes were emptied 
and thoroughly cleaned last spring. The mains are regu- 
larly flushed. There were no major repairs to any standpipe 
except Quissett, which is mentioned in another part of this 
report. 


Pumping Station: 

Early in the year the smoke stack at the station was re- 
paired by digging out the joints and repointing. This has 
been in service since 1898 and some of the mortar had fallen 
out, threatening the safety of the stack. Arrangements were 
made with Baker Bros. and John DeMello to erect a staging 
and rake and point the joints. The stack is 70 feet high and 
it was felt that the most satisfactory job could be done from 
a staging rather than from chairs or ladders. 


Other details regarding the pumping station will be 
found in the Chief Engineer’s report appended hereto. 
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Water Treatment: 

Periodic analyses of the treated water are made by Met- 
calf & Eddy of Boston who keep us informed of the condi- 
tions with advice as to any changes in this milk of lime 
treatment. 


To allay any possible fear that the lime treatment might 
be injurious to health, we received a clean bill of health both 
from our chemists and from the State Board of Public Health. 
From the latter we quote: “The results of the recent analyses 
show that the water supplied through the distributing sys- 
tem on September 26, 1933, was comparatively free from iron, 
but slightly colored, free from bacteria characteristic of pol- 
lution, and of good quality for drinking and other domestic 
purposes.” and Messrs. Metcalf & Eddy state that “There is 
not the slightest justification for any apprehension with re- 
spect to the effect upon health of addition of such minute 
quantities of lime as are applied to the Falmouth supply.” 


Standpipes: 

Quissett standpipe which is 35 years old showed signs 
of leakage resulting from loosened and rusty rivets. The 
wrought iron shell is in good condition but to entirely renew 
the rivets would probably cost as much as a new tank. We 
engaged the Boston Bridge Works to make such repairs as 
we felt warranted. This consisted of caulking the joints and 
replacing some rivets. This work should make it possible to 
prolong the life of the standpipe several years. It is now 
tight and has been painted outside with aluminum. 


The inside linings of the standpipes do not stand up sat- 
isfactorily in spite of the variety of materials used in the 
past. The Bitumastic enamel used for pipe lining furnishes 
the best protection for the metal and our plans for 1934 in- 
clude removing all old paint by sand blasting and coating 
with the enamel solution. 


Services: 


56 new service connections have been made and 51 have 
been renewed; all have been made with copper tubing from 
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main to curb. We advocate the use of copper or red brass 
for all service pipes both underground and in the house feel- 
ing that the expense and annoyance of early replacement 
will be avoided. 


Records and Plans: 


Measurements have been taken of all pipes and fittings 
laid on the new extensions. In connection with pipe clean- 
ing operations, fittings which had not been previously locat- 
ed were measured and plotted. These records give accurate 
data on all underground work, for use in the future and show 
the location of all gates so that they may be quickly located 
even if covered by snow or dirt. 


A set of plans showing the location of all buildings us- 
ing water with the name of the owner and the service num- 
ber has been in preparation. Sheets have been prepared for 
all sections except Falmouth village which will be under- 
taken in the near future. Additions and corrections are made 
from time to time for new services and changes of owner- 
ship. 


We are frequently asked for the distance of a house from 
the nearest hydrant and the location of hydrants and mains 
will be plotted on these service plans. These plans have 
proved to be one of our most useful records and are in con- 
stant demand by the maintenance force. 


Financial: 


The total net receipts were $79,475.32 or $13,454.32 less 
than for 1932. This was partly due to the larger number of 
accounts at the end of the year but the principal loss was 
due to the failure of the Town to make an appropriation for 
“hydrant rental”. Although the loss of this revenue has not 
handicapped the department in its operation, it has made 
the possibilities of an early rate reduction more remote. The 
minimum requirements of a utility are sufficient to pay for 
ordinary maintenance and interest on its bonds. In addition, 
it should be able to pay other annually recurring costs such 
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as extensions to meet normal demands and to retire bonds 
previously issued for such purposes. This means that there 
must, at times, be an accumulated surplus to meet the de- 
mands for future extensions which may be longer than could 
be paid for out of 1 year’s revenue. 


A very considerable part of the cost of a water works is 
for mains and equipment capable of meeting a fire demand. 
We believe it equitable for the cost of maintaining fire pro- 
tection service to be included in the tax rate as is done for 
the cost of the fire department, the health service and the 
police. As it is now, the fire protection furnished by hydrant 
service, which is a separate function of a water works, is paid 
for only by the takers in their water rates. Total rates com- 
mitted were $85,425.49 or $4,885.85 more than for 1932. Abate- 
ments were larger on account of vacant property and as 
might be expected there is an increase in the delinquent ac- 
counts at the end of the year. 


It has been necessary to apply the water lien law to more 
accounts than formerly because of a new act of the Legis- 
lature limiting the time for filing liens to one year from the 
due date. To protect the Town’s interest liens are also placed 
on property advertised for foreclosure. Consideration has 
been given to deserving cases and pressure has been brought 
for payment only when leniency has been abused. 


As water rates are payable in advance on July 1, there 
is usually a considerable balance for a few months before the 
larger bond and interest payments are due. We therefore 
have loaned $30,000 to the General Town account until this 
is needed, thus saving the Town a certain amount of interest 
on temporary loans. It will be necessary for us to have this 
amount in the spring to meet our expenses until J uly 1st when 
the next billing date occurs. 


Financial Statements: 


The following statements are in addition to those in the 
report of the Town Accountant and are arranged so as to 
show the financial set-up of the department as a public serv- 
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ice enterprise. The “Income Account” is divided into two 
parts, “Expense” and “Plant Additions.” It is noted that an 
appreciable part of the total was for the latter. Under this 
heading it should be noted that the cost of materials used 
for services is repaid to the Department by the taker. 


A new feature of our finances is the inclusion of such 
work as the Chappaquoit Extension in our Income Account. 
It was apparent that our expenses would be considerably less 
than the budget appropriation, and in order to take advan- 
tage of the Civil Works Administration allotment we decided 
to do this work from our budget thus avoiding the necessity 
of a special town meeting to appropriate the money from 
water revenue, which is also the means of supplying our 
budget. The results are the same. 


The difference in revenue of 1932 and 1933 has been not- 
ed previously. Accounts receivable is $2,658.67 larger than 
1932 with a total of $12,091.51; ordinary operating expense 
not including pipe cleaning shows a decrease of $3,098.94. A 
10% reduction in salaries accounts for part of this while 
the maintenance force being used on and charged to special 
construction contributed to the difference. 


As in previous years, maturing water bonds, $36,500, and 
interest, $5,656.25, were paid out of income. The amount for 
bond retirement was the largest in the history of the water 
works; it included the last payment of $16,000 on the original 
cost of the plant. 


An inspection of the income account shows that the total 
net expenditures were some $4,000 in excess of the total re- 
ceipts for the year. This difference, which of course was 
taken from water surplus, is accounted for by the fact that 
$3,000 was spent for the Chappaquoit Extension as an 
emergency measure, and it should also be taken into consid- 
eration, there is an increase in accounts receivable of some 
$2,600 over the previous year, so the actual amount of revenue 
if it were all collected, would have been sufficient to pay the 
year’s expenses. Moreover, some of this total amount ex- 
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pended for the year is in the nature of plant additions and 
is in the balance sheet added to total cost of plant to date. 


Special Construction Account shows appropriations from 
general taxation and transfers of Water Surplus to specific 
accounts. These included $4,500 from the emergency unem- 
ployment fund for the Oyster Pond Road extension and $900 
for various minor extensions; $11,000 from water surplus and 
balances to Oyster Pond Road. The balance of $448.23 is 
available for transfer to future extension. 


The balance sheets show an increase in total assets of 
$10,001.82 and $51,763.62 in the Town’s equity. Cash on de- 
posit and loan to general account represents total cash avail- 
able for maintenance to July 1 and construction. Graphical 
charts show the progress of the department for the last 10 
years. 


Budget: 


The budget of the Water Department for the calendar 
year 1934, representing the estimated expenditures for main- 
tenance, new construction, maturing bonds and interest 
which the department asks to have authorized for expendi- 
ture out of water revenue, shows an increase in the total for 
1934 principally due to the fact that the proposed new con- 
struction for the year is included in the budget rather than 
in separate articles for the warrant. There is included the 
Chappoquoit improvement (part of which was done in 1933 
for helping out the C. W. A. program); a new 10-inch line 
from Quissett Standpipe to Quissett Four Corners; and a 
booster pump with necessary appurtenances to further im- 
prove the Woods Hole supply, if found necessary. Other 
items differing materially from those expended during 1933 
are: Meters and fittings, $2,000; this is principally for Chap- 
paquoit and large estates throughout the town—following 
out the policy of the department to meter all large takers; 
on standpipe repairs $3,000; the item for service pipes and 
fittings is more than expended in 1933, because of the uncer- 
tainty as to the number that may be demanded. The amount 
in the budget for minor extensions is $4,000 this being the 
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limit established by vote of the town for the Commissioners 
to expend without special authorization. The amount used 
is dependent upon the demand for supplying new develop- 
ments. A liberal margin must be allowed for both services 
and minor extensions because the former must be met how- 
ever great the number of requests, while the matter of minor 
extensions is left to the discretion of the Commissioners; 
Under equipment replacement, the amount included in the 
1933 budget was not expended but it will necessary to replace 
one and possibly two trucks during 1934. 


The estimate for general labor for 1934, is made for the 
whole cost of the maintenance force. During the past year 
a considerable part of their time was used on, and charged 
to, various special extensions, thus making a total expendi- 
ture under this item for 1933 considerably less than the bud- 
get appropriation. These men are however, specially trained 
for their work and must be kept ready for an emergency at 
all times. While employed on new construction, certain op- 
erations incident to the keeping up of the system are tem- 
porarily postponed. As in the past, this maintenance crew 
is employed to do the more skilled work in pipe laying while 
extra labor is employed for the ordinary digging and other 
operations. 

Much of the work of the department being of an emer- 
gency nature, it is necessary to allow an ample margin in 
the amount authorized to be expended. The item of stand- 
pipe repairs was exceeded because the Quissett standpipe 
required immediate attention. Hydrants are frequently 
broken as well as main line pipes. These as well as other 
possible accidents call for immediate attention and avail- 
able funds. The department has funds on hand and aims 
to keep well within the amount of its revenue. This is evi- 
denced by the fact that the expenditures have generally been 
considerably less than the amount of the budget; the dif- 
ference for 1933 is smaller than usual due to the Chappa- 
quoit extension work, which was considered in the nature of 
an emergency and which, under normal conditions, would 
have been postponed until after town meeting. 
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With a plant consisting of 100 miles of mains, 426 
hydrants and various other appurtenances such as gates, 
pumps, standpipes, etc., unforseen contingencies require con- 
siderable flexibility in the expense of maintaining. 


We believe that the amount of water revenue appropri- 
ated or set apart for the use of the department should be 
such as to best enable us to manage the water works utility 
and that the Water Commissioners will justify the town’s 
confidence in them by judicious expenditures, as is evidenced 
in past years, by the difference between the actual expendi- 
tures and the budget amounts. 


Recommendations: 

The recommendations in our 1932 report were approved 
by the town and have been put into effect. The Woods Hole 
situation can be further strengthened by the laying of a new 
10-inch line from Quissett Standpipe to Four Corners thus 
eliminating the “choke” resulting from decreasing the 12- 
inch line to 10-inch at the standpipe. This should lower the 
pumping “head” at the station and make it possible to get 
more water through the mains in a given time with the same 
“head” or in less time if the same “head” is maintained. 


A booster pump between Quissett and Woods Hole should 
be installed if it is found that with the increased pressure 
in Woods Hole there is a corresponding increased demand. 
This would be automatic and run by electric power. 


Following the financial statements is the report of the 
Chief Engineer of the pumping station, a table showing 
water pumped, a comparative financial table and graphical 
charts and a summary of statistics.

REPORT OF CHIEF ENGINEER OF PUMPING STATION 


To the Board of Water Commissioners: 


Gentlemen: 
I herewith submit my report for the year 1933. 


Although the past year has been unusually wet the pump- 
ing records show an increase over 1932. 


Long Pond at the present time is at its highest level 
since the spring of 1920 and is three feet four inches higher 
than at any time last year. 


Engine Room 


The Worthington steam pump has been in operation ev- 
ery day during the past year. 


All suction and discharge valves on the water end of this 
unit have been replaced with new or refaced ones; this with 
the renewal of packing and a few minor adjustments are all 
that has been required for the year. This pump has aver- 
aged 387.8 gals. of water per pound of coal for the year. Dur- 
ing the summer months the Worthington was able to carry 
the load most of the time. The new line to Woods Hole helped 
a lot during the heaviest draft by cutting down the head 
pressure and making it possible to run faster through the 
night. 


The sterling gas engines were used some through the 
summer months working along with the Worthington. They 
are run frequently through the year to keep them in condi- 
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tion in case they are needed. The plant was operated twenty- 
four hours a day through a part of July and August. 


Boiler Room 


The boilers and all appliances are in good shape; a slight 
trace of pitting in one has been practically stopped by the 
use of a compound. 


One furnace has been relined and new arches and dead- 
plates put in. The other furnace will need the same this 
year. 


All joints in the stack were cleaned of loose mortar and 
pointed up, the cast iron cap on top was painted and all cor- 
ner bolts renewed with brass ones. 


Living Rooms 


In this part of the plant one room has been papered and 
two floors painted and varnished. An additional radiator 
was also installed. Part of the roof which is papered has 
been given a coat of paint.

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Report of Aviation Committee 


Falmouth, Massachusetts.

The Honorable Board of Selectmen, 


Falmouth, Massachusetts. 
Gentlemen: 


The Aviation Committee herewith submits its report for 
the year 1933. 


The existing facilities have been maintained in good 
erder, particularly the approach and landing areas. 


The use of the field as a base was extended to the Hy- 
annis-Falmouth Fliers Corporation and it is our observation 
that they carried on a suitable landing field for the best in- 
terests of the town. 


There was increased use of the field by privately owned 
ships that was of considerable advantage to many of the 
summer residents. 


The rental has been paid to October 30, 1934 and it will 
not be necessary for us to ask for an appropriation for the 
coming year except for the seasonable rolling and cutting of 
the grass, keeping the runways in a first class usable condi- 
tion, and therefore we recommend that the town as provided 
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for in an article in the warrant, appoint a committee of five 
(5) and raise and appropriate the sum of $500 for the use of 
this committee. 


Your committee has, under special article in the warrant 
for 1934, asked the town to authorize its committee to renew 
the lease and with such authority we are of the opinion that 
a lease materially beneficial to the town can be accomplished.

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Report of Town Forest Committee 


The Honorable Board of Selectmen: 


We wish to again emphasize what was said in our re- 
port last year, that probably no better work for the unem- 
ployed can be found than in this forestry management; for 
approximately 95% of the money expended goes directly to 
the workers. The fact that money spent in forest work is a 
definite, constructive, permanent improvement should be 
fully recognized. It is of interest to note that during this 
depression all over the country authorities are turning to 
woodlands, parks and forests as the best means of relieving 
unemployment and improvement of property. President 
Roosevelt himself has emphatically stated his unqualified 
approval of this type of work. 


Falmouth is indeed fortunate in having a large and 
beautiful tract of land near at hand which consists of Good 
Will Park and two other areas held by the trustees of public 
reservations, together with the land which has been recent- 
ly acquired through the efforts of a Water Shed Committee 
which is composed of the Water Commissioners and the For- 
est Committee. The town now controls in the vicinity of 
Long Pond (its water supply) approximately 450 acres. 


Through the use of unemployment funds appropriated 
by the town and C. W. A. allotment, this land is being rapidly 
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cleaned up and few people realize what a beautiful property 
it is. With the funds alloted by the town to the Town Forest 
Committee, 14,000 young trees were planted in 1931; 20,000 
in 1932; 40,000 in 1933 and your Committee hopes to plant 
another 40,000 in the spring of 1934. Much new woods road 
has been made passable so that the forest-fire fighting equip- 
ment can get to the property and protect it in case of fire. 


The Committee urges the general public to visit the pro- 
perty. They will find the roads accessible to any ordinary 
small car and, of course, for horseback riders and those who 
enjoy walking.

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Report of Moth Superintendent 


Honorable Board of Selectmen, 
Town of Falmouth. 


Gentlemen: 


I herewith submit for your approval the Annual Report 
of the Moth Department for the year ending December 31, 
1933. 


During the winter months of 1933 considerable creosot- 
ing of Gypsy Moth egg clusters was done throughout the 
Town. The labor for this work being furnished by the ap- 
propriations to take care of the unemployed. 


This work was carried on not only for trees bordering 
Town and State highways; but also much work was done in 
the badly infested areas. The results of the creosoting was 
noted during the summer as we had very little severe stripp- 
ing of foliage; and much less than our neighboring Towns. 


The spraying was attended to in due season. Due to the 
fact that the spraying season is only a period of a month to 
six weeks we find it impossible to cover the entire territory 
with the equipment we have at the present time. 


Now that considerable more effort and interest is being 
taken by Town and State to control this pest there will be 
even more property to be covered. Our machines are show- 
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ing the wear of continual service, one of them twenty three 
years old, and I find it necessary to request funds to pur- 
chase a new out-fit and also to replace the wooden parts of 
the old machines to make them serviceable for the coming 
season. 


Being willing to co-operate with the other Departments 
of the Town in keeping the expenses down, this appropriation 
for Moth Work was cut severely last year; and not being 
sufficient money to keep the pest under control it was neces- 
sary to request further appropriation of money from the Fi- 
nance Committee, which was granted, during the spraying 
season. 


I recommend the appropriation of a sum of ($7,440.00) 
to permit the purchase of a new spraying machine, repairs 
to the old, and funds sufficient to keep this pest under con- 
trol.

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Report of the Planning Board 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 
Falmouth, Mass. 


The Falmouth Planning Board submits the following re- 
port for 1933. 


As was the case in 1932, the main efforts of the Planning 
Board during the past year have been directed, in co-opera- 
tion with the heads of Town departments and with the Com- 
munity Service Council, to the preparation of practical pro- 
grams for the wise expenditure of all available funds on pro- 
jects for the relief of unemployment. Some $20,000 has been 
provided by the Federal Government through the Civil Works 
Administration allotments, and the Planning Board has pre- 
pared such plans as were required to procure approval of the 
projects. 


It is a primary requirement of the Federal Government 
that before any projects are approved definite plans must be 
submitted, and further, those plans should bear a proper re- 
lation of the individual projects to a general plan or program 
for the community as a whole. 


Therefore if the Town of Falmouth desires further aid 
from the Federal Government under the National Recovery 
Act, through either the Civil Works Administration or the 
Public Works Administration, it should be the duty of the 


145 


Planning Board to have prepared suitable plans to accom- 
pany petitions for such aid. Adequate appropriations are 
necessary for this purpose. 


The Planning Board recommends the acceptance by the 
Town of the following roads: 


Jericho Path, Falmouth Heights 


Silver Beach Avenue, from Arlington St. to Waverly St., 
North Falmouth 


Pleasant View Avenue, Falmouth 
Otis Street and Ward Street, Megansett. 
Montauk St., Philadelphia St., and Bourne St., Maravista 


In 1930 and 1931 the Planning Board commended to the 
attention of the Town the desirability and need of a new 
street substantially parallel to Main Street on the South, 
primarily between the Old Grammar School property and 
Shore Street, with possible future extensions. The Board 
again emphasizes this project, and urges that the Town au- 
thorize at once the preparation of a detailed survey of the 
areas affected, and a preliminary layout plan for such street, 

. to be submitted to a later Town meeting for consideration. 


Regarding the zoning by-laws of the Town, the Planning 
Board considers it a duty to urge in the strongest manner 
that the Town refuse, except in very rare instances, to “spot” 
business or industrial areas in the midst of what now are, 
and should continue to be, properly protected residential 
zones. 


Any changes in the zoning by-laws should be based on 
general public advantage rather than on private convenience. 


The intrusion of scattered business or industry into pres- 
ent residential areas will, if persisted in, soon destroy all 
confidence in the protection which zoning is intended to af- 
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ford. This applies particularly to our many owners of sum- 
mer property, whose interests the Town should not lightly 
disregard, and who have in recent years paid more than sixty 
percent. of the Town’s taxes. They constitute a considerable 
group who have the disadvantage of distance and lack of 
representation in presenting their case either at hearings or 
at Town meetings. As recently expressed by one of their 
number: 


“The issue at stake is more than a mere matter 
of zoning laws. It is a test of whether the Town of 
Falmouth stands by its promise (in the form of pro- 
tective zoning) to property owners who bought their 
property in good faith, who are large taxpayers, 
whose joint investment is very large, and who help 
bring prosperity to Falmouth every season.” 


The Town of Falmouth can ill afford to make promiscu- 
ous or hasty zoning changes which destroy the very protec-, 
tion zoning was designed to provide.

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Report of Forest Fire Warden

I wish to submit the report of the Forest Fire Warden for 
the year ending December 31, 1933. 


I was appointed as Fire Warden in January, and com- 
plying with the requirements of Chapter 48 of the General 
Laws, I appointed the following Deputy Fire Wardens:

The situation regarding forest fires this year has been 
one that has benefited the town, due to weather conditions 
being favorable. The total number of fires this year, was less 
than the year before. I had 45 fires which burned a total 
of 18% acres, with practically no loss. The causes of fires 
are listed as follows:

The following is a summary of the work performed by 
the Department this year:

Cost of Deputies and Men at all fires $254.74 


The only time that conditions were unfavorable and 
dangerous was during the month of May, but it was not suf- 
ficiently dangerous to require a patrol by the Town of Fal- 
mouth. 


I attribute the small acreage loss to the fact that we 
have available two complete units in the Forest Fire Depart- 
ment, that will enable us to rapidly cover a fire if an early 
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discovery is made, and in this way a very few men can pre- 
vent a fire from getting out of control, and create a large 
expense. 


During the early part of the year considerable good work 
was done in constructing fire breaks, and plowing the same. 
This was done under the supervision of Alton Baker, Deputy 
Forest Warden. In order to make these breaks valuable, and 
of assistance in the coming years, money should be appro- 
priated to allow the Forest Warden to run a harrow over 
these breaks, and eliminate the growth that naturally springs 
up in the plowing. 


I appreciate the cooperation of the citizens in using care 
in the woods and reporting all fires as soon as discovered. 


There are no outstanding bills or accounts against the 
Forest Warden to my knowledge.

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The results of the above tests are kept on record at the 
Health Office, Town Hall, for the benefit of anyone who wish- 
es to see them. 


The Board of Health adopted a regulation that no milk 
shall be sold except from cows that have been tuberculin 
tested or milk pasteurized. This gives Falmouth the honor 
of being the largest town in the state having such an ordin- 
ance. Every cow in the town is annually tuberculin tested; 
inasmuch, as the state test which should have taken place in 
December 1933 was postponed to January 1934, a report of 
this will be found in the 1934 report. 


191 Barns and 578 Cattle have been inspected during 1933. 


A regulation was adopted as follows: “No person, firm or 
corporation, or their employees, shall serve or sell milk in the 
Town of Falmouth, that is to be consumed on the premises, 
where sold, from any hotel, restaurant, store lunch room, or 
fountain, roadside booth or stand, or tea-room, or any board- 
ing house where practice is made of serving meals to tran- 
sients except in the original stoppered bottle, as received 
from a milk plant or dairy.” 


All cow barns have been inspected as the State law re- 
quires. 

The carcasses inspected of Slaughtered Animals to date 
are: Calves 12: Cows 20; Pigs 132; Sheep 1.

Building construction in Falmouth during the past year 
has, as we are all aware, reached the lowest, since the depart- 
ment was started in 1926. There were no large constructions 
of a public nature this year, and the total of $164,955.00 is 
practically all private work.

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Report of Park Commissioners 


To the Citizens of the Town of Falmouth: 


The Park Commissioners submit herewith their annual 
report for the year ending December 31, 1933. 


All work voted by the Town for the Park Department has 
been completed and the many parks in the town are in good 
condition at the present time. 


The Base Ball Park at Falmouth Heights was kept in 
good condition this past season and was used for High School, 
Twilight League and Cape Cod League base ball games. 


One section of the sea wall at Falmouth Heights is break- 
ing up and we are asking for money to rebuild this wall. The 
State will give an equal amount for this purpose. 


We have broken up another section of Worcester Park 
with C. W. A. funds and will grade and seed this land as soon 
as weather permits. The remaining bank of sand at the 
Bathing Casino has been removed, thus enlarging the park- 
ing space, which makes it possible for proper passing along 
the road near the Casino to get a view of the water. 


We have bought bases for the baseball diamond at Woods 
Hole Park and have kept the field in good condition as far 
as our funds would permit. With the cooperation of the 
Water Department we have had a drinking fountain installed 
on Woods Hole park.

With the help of C. W. A. funds we are building a tennis 
court at Woods Hole park. This court will be completed as 
soon as weather permits. 


The increasing crowds of people that come to Old Silver 
Beach each season were kept orderly by police and traffic 
officers. 


We are asking the voters to build a bathhouse at Old 
Silver Beach this coming season. We feel it is about time the 
town began to realize some revenue from this beach after 
investing about $25,000 in the land. 


With the cooperation of the highway department a much 
needed curbing was placed around the northwest corner of 
F. A. Nye Memorial Park. This prevents the bank from wash- 
ing into the road. 


The Tree Warden was a great help to the Park Depart- 
ment by setting out fifteen maple trees in F. A. Nye Park, 
bordering the road from North Falmouth to Megansett. 


The Welfare Department was of great assistance to the 
Park Department by giving us a number of men to work which 
helped in keeping the different parks mowed.

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Report of the Public Welfare Department 


FOR THE YEAR 1933 


In presenting my report for the year, I must impress the 
fact that, as far as this department is concerned, conditions 
have not improved as I hoped they would. 


In order to receive the allotment from the Government 
of 90% of one-third of our welfare expenditures, it was ne- 
cessary for the Welfare Board to appoint an agent who would 
have full charge and who would appoint an investigator and 
install a separate and fully-equipped office with a steno- 
grapher and with full control. This was done and, of course, 
raised the cost very materially, but this was very much more 
than offset by the funds received. 


The Board appointed George N. Holden as agent who 
appointed John R. Augusta an investigator, and a separate 
office was built in the hall. Mr. Augusta later resigned. 


There is a mistaken idea in many minds about the C. W. 
A. The C. W. A. is not a welfare project, but a project to 
relieve unemployment, although we were allowed to put a 
certain percent to work from the welfare list. 


This relieved the Department somewhat, but, in my opin- 
ion, it would be better to have some town funds for the Wel- 
fare Department that we can handle ourselves and not to 
be subject to the rules and red tape of the C. W. A. projects. 
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In our welfare, at least 50% are aliens and, as the C. W. 
A. projects do not allow aliens, we are not able to work them 
in such cases. If we had a fund, we would put these men to 
work on constructive lines. 


In the past year we have had money from the Federal 
and State funds that have cut the cost of the Welfare De- 
partment somewhat, but I have asked for the same amount 
as last year as there is no certainty of these funds being con- 
tinued through the year. If they stop, the cost of welfare 
work will jump again. 


The matter of medical aid is a very serious one and con- 
stantly increasing. In the year 1932 the cost was $1,133.35. 
In the year 1933, the cost was $5,264.70. 


It would be well for the Town to seriously consider the 
matter of appointing a town physician and to fix a salary 
for the same. 


The Community Gardens idea worked well in my opin- 
ion. The Welfare Department advanced the sum of $832.21 
for seed, fertilizer, plowing, etc., and according to our records, 
vegetables, mostly potatoes, were raised and at a fair market 
value of $2,415.38. 


The Welfare Board wishes to thank all those who helped 
in this project, especially those who donated the use of land. 
It would be well to continue this work. 


The State and National Government are dictating more 
and more each year on the records and running of this de- 
partment and also demanding service to suit their ideas. 


The Infirmary is being run in an efficient manner and 
is filled as never before, having as inmates ten men and two 
women. The farm produces milk, eggs, and vegetables 
enough to supply the inmates. 
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At the present time, the staff in this office is as follows: 
George N. Holden, agent; Louis J. Keezing, investigator; and 
Olivia Roderick, stenographer. 


The full Board of Welfare have the final decision on any 
matters called to their attention by the Agent. 


In facing the year 1934, we must admit the fact that if 
conditions do not improve more than they did in 1933, this 
department will face the worst year in the history of the 
town, and we all will have to work to the best of our ability. 


The Board wishes to thank all those who have given their 
cooperation in the past year.

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REPORT OF FIRE ALARM DIVISION 


December 31st, 1933 


To: The Chief Engineer 
Falmouth, Massachusetts 


Dear Sir: 


I wish to submit the report of my work in charge of the 
Fire Alarm System, and also other activities for which I am 
responsible: 


I have installed three new boxes at the following loca- 
tions:—Box No. 32 on Water Street near the M. B. L. Woods 
Hole; Box No. 16 at Maravista and Grand Avenues; Box No. 
453 at West Falmouth near Underwood’s Garage. 


Boxes No. 32 and No. 453 needed no additional construc- 
tion, as the lines already existed in these locations. In the 
case of Box No. 16, it was necessary to extend circuit No. 1 
from Box No. 144 located at Amherst and Grand Avenues to 
the new box location, approximately 2,000 feet. 


This year it was necessary to reconstruct circuit No. 4 
from the North Falmouth Railroad Bridge to North Fal- 
mouth Four Corners due to the fact, that the Telephone 
Co. set new joint poles to do away with the existing pole 
lines, one of which is used by the Cape & Vineyard Electric 
Co., and the other by the Telephone Co. 


Station No. 3 at North Falmouth was completely re- 
wired for light, power, and Fire Alarm. This included a 
new entrance and service for the light and power, and also 
new entrances for the Fire Alarm and telephone. I have 
standardized the Fire Alarm by installing a panel similar to 
those in the other stations. The panel makes it possible to 
complete all the functions that have to do with receiving 
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or transmitting an alarm of fire, without moving from the 
panel. This not only makes for efficiency but also reduces 
the possibility of alarm failure, due to trouble within the 
station, to a minimum and enables me to eliminate the cause 
of trouble much more rapidly. 


In the light and power installation I have allowed ample 
capacity to meet any demands that may be made in the 
future. I have also placed the electric outlets so that they 
also, will meet any condition that may arise. 


I have had our usual amount of repairs, replacements, 
and minor construction, as in other years. I have not had 
any serious “burn outs” due to high tension, although cir- 
cuits have been opened once or twice without any damage 
to the instruments. 


The traffic lights at Quissett Four Corners have func- 
tioned very well, giving me no trouble other than bulb re- 
newals. I installed a gas beacon at Shore Street in place 
of the old electric beacon. Aside from the rather dilapi- 
dated appearance of the electric beacon, I received several 
complaints about radio interference caused by it. 


The loud speakers (for Town Meeting) have been tested 
out and found to be in good working order. 


I have done some electrical work at the Town Hall and 
in the school buildings including the installation of plugs, 
lights, clocks and other work of that nature.

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REMARKS 


The year just past, has been one that strict economy has 
governed the action of the Board of Fire Engineers, and lit- 
tle or no improvement has been made to the Department, in 
the nature of physical equipment, except that that has been 
absolutely necessary. 


However, in order to be relieved of using a building that 
had been condemned, funds were provided by the Selectmen, 
to make repairs at the North Falmouth Fire Station, and 
through the good work of Firemen Donnelly, Rose, McWhin- 
nie, and Mullen, this building was entirely refinished in- 
side, and a boiler room added on the South side of the build- 
ing. The work was done by the firemen and the materials 
were furnished. Finance records of the costs of these sup- 
plies will be found in the Town Accountant’s Report. 


I am pleased to report that there were only 91 building 
fires this year. This does not include brush fires. Our total 
fire loss this year is less than we have experienced, except 
in 1922, since the Department was re-organized. 


Reference to the table of fire losses will show the com- 
parative losses for the years. 


The only fires of consequence this year were: The build- 
ing of Harris Malchman fire, originating in F. R. Johnson’s 
jewelry store from undetermined causes, with a total loss of 
$4,087.65 on building and tenants. The next fires of any con- 
sequence were M. H. Gulesian, Joseph Ramos, Caesar Mir- 
anda. In the fire that occurred on the Main Street, the de- 
partment received complimentary remarks upon the good 
stop and work that was done at the fire. 


Five hundred feet of three inch hose was purchased this 
year in order to make up a deficit on hose. Additional hose 
will be required for the coming year. 
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On February 7th Fireman Donnelly participated with 
others in rescuing the son of Mr. Daniel Hatton who fell 
through the ice at Weeks’s pond. For his part in this work 
he was awarded the bronze medal from the Massachusetts 
Humane Society. 


As a result of an allotment of Civil Works funds from 
the Federal Government, the Department was able to put 
the Woods Hole Fire Station in excellent repair, and it is 
hoped that we will naturally cut our fuel bill in this Station 
as a result of this work. 


It is contemplated and hoped that we may obtain funds 
the coming year to carry through a similar project for the 
East Falmouth Fire Station. 


During the past fall a State Supervised Fire School was 
inaugurated and Falmouth was chosen as Zone No. 1 to carry 
on the schooling, for the benefit of firemen in this section 
of the Cape and the Islands. A total of 46 enrolled for the 
school, and 29 graduated in its course, and received certifi- 
cates of proficiency. All these men were call men with the 
exception of one. The use of this school has greatly in- 
creased the efficiency of this department, especially among 
the call men, and created a spirit of good fellowship with the 
firemen of the surrounding towns. 


I do not feel that it is of any use to mention anything 
about curtailing the costs of the Fire Department as I have 
noted that it makes no impression upon the people. Simply 
to say that the Fire Department will carry on the service in 
accordance with the amount that is appropriated, and if an 
insufficient sum is appropriated, the public must expect that 
the service will be curtailed in order to meet any reduction. 
We have reached the limit at which we can carry on the 
present type of service, and fire protection. If the amount 
in the budget is cut below that allowed last year, it will mean 
that one or more Fire Stations will have to be eliminated 
or cut out of the system, in order to stay within our appro- 
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priation. Such action rests entirely in the hands of the 
Board of Fire Engineers, and it is their duty to see that they 
do keep within the appropriation. 


The financial statement of the Fire Department for the 
yedr of 1933, will be found in the report of the Town Ac- 
countant.

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Report of School Committee 


There have been twelve regular and nine special meet- 
ings of the School Committee during 1933. In co-operation 
with other town departments all teachers, supervisors and 
janitors have had a decrease in salary ranging from 10% 
to 25% because of the serious economic conditions. In no 
way did this reduction impair the efficiency of our schools 
as the teachers continued to give faithful service. It was 
with sincere regret that the resignation of Miss Anna W. 
Gardner was accepted after over forty years in our school 
system. 


To secure the lowest prices it seemed advisable this year 
to have purchasing agents to buy all school supplies, and 
two from the School Committee were appointed to act in con- 
junction with the superintendent. Art and full time music 
supervision were eliminated as a matter of economy. To in- 
surety safety for the transportation of pupils, the highway 
surveyor has co-operated and constructed a hardened road 
from the Town Hall around the rear of the Elementary 
School and Junior High School with a one way sign placed 
at the entrance. 


After nearly two years of suspension, athletic relations 
were resumed with the Barnstable High School. 


The Woods Hole, East Falmouth, and Lawrence High 
School buildings have been painted inside and outside, and 
all necessary repairs made to all buildings. 
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The total school enrollment is 1,491, an increase of 34 
over last year. This is the largest enrollment there has ever 
been in our school system.

Standing Votes of the Town of Falmouth 


The following have been adopted as standing votes of the 
Town of Falmouth. 


ARTICLE I. Town Meetings. 


Section 1. Long or complicated motions, and any 
other motions which he shall so request, shall be presented to 
the moderator in writing. 

Section 2. No vote involving the expenditure of 
any sum of money shall be reconsidered at the same meet- 
ing at which it is passed, unless public notice of the intention 
to move such reconsideration be given within thirty minutes 
of the passage of such vote. The town clerk shall note in 
writing the passage of such vote and also the time when the 
notice of reconsideration is given. 


ARTICLE II. Annual Town Report. 


Section 1. The annual town report shall contain: 

(a) The reports of all town boards, officers and commit- 
tees having the control or expenditure of the town’s money, 
including a list of all indebtedness against their departments, 
which does not appear in their financial statement. 

(b) A list of the appropriations for the past year and 
those recommended for the coming year. 

(c) A report of all town meetings held during the year, 
including the articles of the warrant and the action of the 
meeting thereon. 

(d) Reports of all special committees made at any meet- 
ings held during the year, together with any other action taken 
at said meetings, including committee appointments and resol- 
utions passed. 
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(e) All by-laws, rules, regulations and standing votes in 
force covering town meetings or relating to the town busi- 
ness. 


ARTICLE III. Selectmen. 


Section 1. It shall be the duty of the selectmen 
to investigate all orders on the treasurer passing through 
their hands and to satisfy themselves of their propriety and 
correctness before endorsing the order for their payment by 
the town treasurer. All such orders shall have itemized ac- 
counts attached, showing in detail the names of persons to 
whom payable and the purpose for which such order is drawn 
on the town treasurer. 

Section 2. The selectmen shall have a general over- 
sight of all town affairs, whether conducted by special 
poards or not ;and have the right to make any suggestions 
for the better conduct of the department, board or commit- 
tee, and if such recommendations are not heeded, they shall 
make a record of the same in the annual town report, that 
the town may take such action as seems best. 

Section 3. The selectmen shall present to the town 
at its annual meeting names of suitable persons willing 
to serve to fill the offices of surveyors of wood, surveyors of 
lumber, fire wards, public weighers, fence viewers and field 
drivers. 

Section 4. It shall be the duty of the selectmen 
to purchase for the several boards or committees, except 
water commissioners, all coal. The various boards and com- 
mittees shall, on or before July 1 in each year (or earlier if re- 
quired by the selectmen) send in writing to the board of 
selectmen the estimated amount of coal required for the use 
of their respective departments or committees for one year. 
The selectmen shall, prior to the 15th of July in each year, 
advertise for bids to furnish the required amount of coal, and 
shall award the contracts to the lowest responsible bidder. The 
contractor for coal shall give bonds in an amount satisfactory 
to the selectmen (said bonds to be not less than one quarter 
of the total contract) for the faithful performance of his con- 
tract. : 
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Section 5. The selectmen shall include in their annual 
report to the town: 


(a) A general statement of the town’s affairs during the 
past year and recommendations of the selectmen for future re- 
quirements. 


(b) A report of all claims which are outstanding and all 
suits to which the town is a party, together with a full ex- 
planation of the circumstances and the standing of each case 
at the time of the report. 


(c) Areport of all streets laid out or constructed during the 
year, the length and width, cost of construction and amount 
of land damages in each instance. 


(d) A list of betterments assessed during the year. 


ARTICLE IV. Water Commissioners. 


Section 1. The water commissioners, on or before the 7th 
day of December of each year, shall make a detailed report to 
the selectmen together with their recommendations. 

Section 2. The water commissioners are authorized 
and directed to make minor extensions of water mains when, 
in their judgment, such action would be for the interest of 
the town, the cost of such extensions to be paid from the 
funds in their hands, provided that not more than four thous- 
and dollars ($4,000) be expended on such extension in any one 
year. 


ARTICLE V. Treasurer. 


Section 1. It shall be the duty of the treasurer to see that 
all boards, committees and officers, on or before the 5th and 
20th day of each month (unless otherwise fixed by statute) 
pay to the town treasurer all amounts exceeding ten dollars 
($10.00) collected by them previous to that date, to the custody 
of which the treasurer is entitled. 


ARTICLE VI. Highway Surveyor. 


Section 1. The highway surveyor shall have authority to 
award contracts for building new roads. 
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ARTICLE VII. Transportation. 


Section 1. No elected officer of the town of Falmouth 
Shall receive any compensation for transportation within the 
limits of the town. 


Section 2. When any officer or member of any board, paid 
or unpaid, is called upon to go to any point outside the town 
of Falmouth on official business connected with the duties of 
his office, he shall be entitled to receive pay for transportation 
on the following basis: If the point to which he goes can be 
reached reasonably directly by railroad, he shall be allowed 
the amount of the railroad fare to and from that point; if the 
point is not easily accessible by railroad, he shall be allowed 
pay for transportation at the rate of ten (10) cents per mile 
to and from the point in question. 

Section 3. Where it is necessary to transport by automo- 
bile or truck any laborers employed by any department of the 
Town, (a) the expense incurred shall be charged in as “trans- 
portation of labor”; (b) all charges for transportation of labor 
shall be made on the basis of so much per hour or per day for 
the actual time consumed by the conveyance in transporting 
the labor; (c) all expenses for transportation of labor shall 
be charged against the appropriation for that particular work 
on which the transported laborers are employed. 

Section 4. Any automobile or truck employed by the town 
and carrying one or more laborers whose work is connected 
directly with the operation of the truck, or any apparatus or 
materials carried by the truck, shall be charged under “truck- 
ing” at so much per hour or day, and shall not be entitled to 
any additional charges for transportation of labor. 


ARTICLE VIII. General. 


Section 1. No member of the board of selectmen 
or any officer appointed by the legal voters of the town, 
authorized to make any contracts or agreements in behalf of 
the town for labor, materials, goods, wares or merchandise 
furnished to the town, or for a loan of money, shall, either 
directly or indirectly for himself or for any other person, re- 
ceive any commission, discounts, bonus, present or reward 
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from the persons making such sale, loan, contract or agree- 
ment for furnishing such goods, wares, merchandise or money. 
And no town officer, nor any member of a board or committee 
of the town in his individual capacity shall contract or have 
any interest in a contract with the town; except in the case of 
publicly advertised competitive contracts. 

Section 2. At any town meeting when special com- 
mittees are appointed or elected a _ vote shall be passed 
naming the compensation of the committee and also a sum of 
money for expenses of such committee, otherwise the select- 
men shall not draw orders on the treasurer for either services 
or expenses. 


Section 3. All boards, officers or persons except the water 
commissioners shall on or before the 30th day of December in 
each year settle their accounts and pay to the town treasurer 
all moneys due on their accounts. 


Section 4. All departments are authorized and empowered 
to consult counsel at any time in connection with their duties. 


Section 5. Funds belonging to the town in the hands of the 
tax collector shall only be withdrawn from the bank on orders 
countersigned by at least two of the selectmen. 


Section 6. Any persons indebted to the town for 
poll taxes or otherwise shall have such debt deducted before 
payment by the treasurer from any sum due him from the town 
for work on roads or for any other service performed. 

Section 7. The cost of all surety bonds required 
of any town officials, members of boards or committees shall 
be paid by the town. 

Section 8. On all town work, for the perform- 
ance of which competitive bids are received, the award of the 
contract shall be to the lowest responsible bidder; preference 
always going to citizens, when other conditions of the situation 
are equal. 

Section 9. All bids for advertised contracts of the town 
shall be returnable at the selectmen’s office at a given time 
and shall be publicly opened and read by one of the selectmen 
at that time. 
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By-Laws of the Town of Falmouth 


The following constitute the legal by-laws of the Town 
of Falmouth, duly approved and in full force and effect, (ex- 
cept the Zoning By-Law which is printed in a separate book- 
let). 


FINANCE COMMITTEE 


Section 1. There shall be a finance committee, consisting 
of fifteen voters of the town, of whom five shall be elected for 
the term of one year, five for the term of two years, and five 
for the term of three years, and thereafter five be elected an- 
nually. They shall serve without compensation. The moder- 
ator shall at each meeting appoint a committee of three to re- 
tire and nominate the requisite number of voters, who shall 
if elected by the meeting, become members of the finance 
committee. 

Sect. 2. The finance committee shall choose one of their 
number as chairman, and likewise choose a clerk. Said com- 
mittee may consider such questions with reference to the 
conduct of the town affairs as they may deem advisable, and 
may consult with any and all officers, boards, and committees 
of the town with reference to matters under their supervi- 
sion; they shall consider the various articles in the warrant 
for any annual or special meeting, called during their tenure 
of office, and shall make a report of their doings and recom- 
mendations to the town. 

Sect. 3. The finance committee may hold hearings if in 
their judgment it be expedient, but shall expend no money 
unless authorized by vote of the town. 

Sect. 4. Vacancies in said committee shall be filled in the 
same manner as in case of other committees or boards of the 
town. 
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(Originally approved by the Attorney General April 8, 
1911.) (Approved as amended by the Attorney General March 
10, 1916). 


TRAFFIC BY-LAWS. 


Section 1. No vehicle, when passing through the thickly 
settled part of this town, shall travel faster than 15 miles per 
hour. 


Sect. 2. No person having charge of a vehicle in a pub- 
lic street shall refuse or neglect to stop the same or place the 
same as directed by a police officer, special officer, or traffic 
officer. 


Sect. 3. That for the violation of the foregoing regula- 
tions there shall be a fine not exceeding $20.00 for each of- 
fense. 

(Approved by the Attorney General April 95-1925). 


Sect. 4. No vehicle shall stop or stand within the intersec- 
tion of any street, nor within ten feet of a street corner or post 
hydrant or within twenty feet of the entrance of any fire sta- 
tion. 


Sect. 5. Upon approach of fire apparatus, the driver of a 
vehicle of any description shall immediately drive his vehicle 
as far as possible to his right hand side of the street and keep 
said vehicle stationary until such apparatus shall have passed 
a distance of three hundred feet beyond. 

Sect. 6. No vehicle shall approach closer than three hun- 
dred feet of a piece of fire apparatus if traveling in the same 
direction. 

Sect. 7. No driver of any vehicle shall drive, park or leave 
a vehicle unattended within three hundred feet of a fire; or 
fire lines, if established by the fire or police departments. 

Sect. 8.. In case of fire, the fire department, their officers 
and members with their machines and equipment shall have 
the right of way in all public streets and ways of the town as 
against all other persons, and no person shall hinder or ob- 
struct them in free passage therein, nor drive over any hose 
lines belonging to the department with any vehicle of any de- 
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scription, or remove, injure or in any manner disturb the 
members thereof, their machines, hose or equipment when 
stationed or laid at a fire, except under the sole direction of 
the officer in command of the Fire Department. 

Sect. 9. Any person violating any of the provisions of 
these by-laws or regulations shall be punished by a fine of 
not more than twenty dollars. 

Sect. 10. It shall be the duty of the Chief of Police to be 
present at all fires, or in his absence some officer or officers 
of the Police Department, for such duty to enforce the above 
regulations. 

(Approved by the Attorney General Sept. 17, 1928). 


QUORUM BY-LAW. 


Two hundred voters shall constitute a quorum at the town 
meetings, except such parts of meetings as are devoted ex- 
clusively to the election of town officers. 


(Approved by Attorney General May 18, 1923). 


PLANNING BOARD BY-LAWS AND REGULATIONS. 


Sect. 1. A board of twelve members is hereby created and 
established to be known as the Planning Board. Four members 
of the board shall be elected at the annual town meeting in 
each year to serve for the term of three years. 

Sect. 2. Vacancies occurring in the board shall be filled 
until the next annual meeting by appointment by the board of 
Selectmen, and at the annual meeting the vacancy shall be 
filled by election for the unexpired term. 


Sect. 3. The duties of such board shall be such as are 
stated in Chapter forty-one, Sections seventy to seventy-two, 
of the General Laws of the Commonwealth, and further to 
consider and advise upon municipal improvements either at 
the request of other officials of the town or upon its own ini- 
tiative. The board shall meet at regular intervals. It may 
also hold public meetings. It shall at all times have access 
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to all public documents or information in the possession of 
any town official or department. It shall examine the plans 
for the exterior of any public building, monument or similar 
feature, and for the development and treatment of the grounds 
about the same before the adoption thereof, and may make 
such recommendations thereon as it may deem needful. It may 
make investigations and studies relative to new street and 
park developments. It may provide for public lectures and 
other educational work in connection with its recommenda- 
tions. Said board may incur expenses necessary to the carry- 
ing on of its work within the amount of its annual appropri- 
ations. 

Sect. 4. All plans for laying out, extending, discontinu- 
ing or changing the limits of any street, public park or square, 
and every purchase of land for the site of any public building, 
and all plans for the location, erection or alteration of public 
buildings, shall be submitted to said board for its opinion 
at least two weeks in advance of action by the board of select- 
men. 

Sect. 5. Such boards shall make a report to the town an- 
nually, giving information regarding the conditions of the 
town and any plans or proposals for the development of the 
town and estimates of the cost thereof. Such report shall be 
sent to the selectmen not later than such time in January in 
each year as selectmen may prescribe or as may be prescribed 
by law in force relative to reports, and a copy thereof shall be 
filed with the Massachusetts department of public welfare. 


(Approved by Attorney General, April 9th, 1925). 


BY-LAW AS TO GUARANTEE OF WATER MAIN EXTENSIONS 


All future extensions of the water mains, except such as 
in the opinion of the Water Commissioners are necessary to 
improve the system shall be under a guarantee of not less than 
nine percent annual income unless the town shall decide oth- 
erwise by a two-thirds vote at an annual meeting. 

(Approved by Attorney General, April 9th, 1925). 
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FIRE PREVENTION BY-LAWS IN BUILDINGS. 


Section 1. Chimneys. 

Par. 1. All chimneys hereafter built in any building, used 
for habitation, business, or for public assembly, shall be built 
of brick or other incombustible material, constructed from the 
ground up and not supported or hung in any way by wood or 
other combustible material. 

Par. 2. All chimneys shall have a terra-cotta flue lining, 
unless the chimney walls are 8 inches. or more in thickness 
and shall be carried up to at least 1 ft. above the highest point 
of the roof. 

Par. 3. No smoke pipe or metal flue shall pass through 
any wooden partition without a safety thimble of fire-proof 
material, the thickness of the partition. 


Section 2. Fire Stops. 


Par. 1. All buildings used for habitation, business or for 
public assembly hereafter erected, shall have fire stops in the 
material composed of some incombustible material, set with 
mortar in the following manner: 


(a) IN BRICK OR STONE BUILDINGS: the space between 
the furring on the walis and between the studding of all par- 
titions shall be filled solid and flush to a height of 1 inch above 
the floor partition in each story. The space between such 
partitions of all floor joists as rest on partition heads shall 
also be filled to the same width as the studding above. 

(b) IN WOODEN BUILDINGS: the spaces between the 
studs of bearing partitions in the 1st story, between the studs 
of each exterior wall in the 1st story as carry the end of floor 
joists, shall severally be stopped by solid filling up to at least 
the level of the finished floor; also all the spaces between the 
floor joists directly above a bearing partition in whatever story 
constructed, shall be severally filled with such solid filling, in 
all cases, so as to effectively check any draft from one story, 
to another or from the horizontal spaces between the floor 
joists to the vertical spaces in the walls and partitions. 


(c) IN ALL BUILDINGS: the spaces between the strings 
of stairs and joists of landings, unless unceiled, shall be fire 
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stopped to prevent the passage of air. 

(d) THE SPACES AROUND CHIMNEYS OR OTHER 
FLUES: and other flues inside of studdings or furring, making 
an air duct, are to be thoroughly fire stopped with suitable 
incombustible material. 

Par. 2. This shall not apply to temporary buildings or 
other small buildings, not used for habitation, or which may 
be maintained during the course of the erection of a perman- 
ent structure. 

Section 6. Notification of Intent to Build, etc. 

Par. 1. Before the erection of any structure; or for any 
alteration or reconstruction, except ordinary repairs; the own- 
er or builder shall notify the Building Inspector of the intent 
to build, reconstruct or alter. 

Par. 2. This shall not apply to small wooden buildings 
not to be used for the purpose of habitation, business or pub- 
lic assembly and not more than 10 ft. in length or breadth and 
7 ft. in height. 

Section 7. Penalty. 

Par. 1. Whoever performs or causes to be performed any 
work or construction in violation of this By-Law or any part 
thereof shall be punished by a fine of not more than $25 for 
each violation. 

Section 8. Authority of the Building Inspector. 

Par. 1. The Building Inspector, in the name of the town, 
may take such measures as the public safety requires, to carry 
this By-Law into effect. 

(Approved by the Attorney General on September 17, 
1928). 


BY-LAWS AS TO TOWN MEETINGS AND CONDUCT OF 
TOWN MEETINGS. 


ARTICLE 1. Town Meetings. 
Sect 1. The annual town meeting shall be held on the 
first or second Tuesday after the first Wednesday in February. 
Sect. 2. The selectmen shall cause to be _ pub- 
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lished in the local newspaper at least seven days before any 
special town meetings the recommendations and estimates of 
all committees (except the finance committee) relating to the 
expenditure of money, upon which action is to be taken. 

Sect. 3. The articles shall be considered in the order in 
which they appear in the warrant. Articles calling for appro- 
priations shall be grouped together in the warrant and those 
articles referred from previous town meetings shall take an 
early place in the warrant. 

Section 4. 

(a) The main body of the house shall be reserved for reg- 
istered voters, all others to use the gallery or seats on the plat- 
form. 

(b) If any one voter rises in his place and questions a “yea 
and nay” vote, without further discussion a hand vote shall 
be taken. 

(c) All articles shall be considered in the order in which 
they appear in the warrant. 


(Approved by the Attorney General April 17, 1925.) 


BY-LAWS AS TO JUNK COLLECTORS AND DEALERS. 


Sect. 1. Every dealer in and keeper of a shop for the pur- 
chase, sale or barter of junk, old metals or second-hand arti- 
cles in this town shall be licensed. 

Sect. 2. Every collector of junk, old metals and second- 
hand articles in this town shall be licensed. 

(Approved by the Attorney General, May 13, 1919). 


BY-LAWS AS TO HAWKERS AND PEDLERS 


Section 1. No person shall go from place to place in this 
town selling or bartering, or carrying or exposing for sale or 
barter, any fruits, vegetables, or fish in or from any cart, 
wagon, or other vehicle, or in any other manner, without a 
license therefor from the License Board (Board of Selectmen, 
or any other Board or officer may be designated) provided, 
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however, that this section shall not apply to any person who 
sells only fruits or vegetables raised or produced by himself 
or his family, or fish which is obtained by his own labor or 
the labor of his family. 


Sect. 2. The (Board of Selectmen) shall have authority to 
grant such license to any person of good repute for morals 
and integrity who is, or has declared his intention to become 
a titizen of the United States. Said license, unless sooner re- 
voked by the (Board of Selectmen) shall expire one year after 
the granting thereof, and each person so licensed shall pay 
therefor a fee of $5.00; non-resident, a fee of $10.00. (Note. 
The fee fixed for such license must not exceed that which a 
license would be required to pay under Section nineteen of 
Chapter 65, R. L., as amended by Chapter 242, General Acts 
of 1916. 


Sect. 3. No hawker or pedler shall sell, or offer or expose 
for sale, any of the articles enumerated in Section 135, of Chap- 
ter 65 of Revised law, (or in any acts in amendment thereof 
or in addition thereto), until he has recorded his name and 
residence with the Town Clerk, or such board or officer as may 
be designated by the Selectmen. Every person licensed under 
the provisions of the preceding section as hawker or pedler 
of fruits and vegetables shall record his name and residence 
in like manner with such board or officer. 


Sect. 4. No person hawking, peddling, or carrying or ex- 
posing any articles for sale, shall cry his wares to the disturb- 
ance of the peace and comfort of the inhabitants of the town, 
nor otherwise than in vehicles and receptacles which are neat 
and clean, and do not leak. 

Sect. 5. Every hawker and pedler licensed by the (Board 
of Selectmen) shall be assigned a number and shall be provid- 
ed by the (Board of Health) with a badge which shall be con- 
spicuously worn by him; and every other such hawker and 
pedler as described in Section three, shall provide himself 
with a badge, of such type, and design as may be approved 
by said (Board of Health) which he shall wear in like manner. 
Whoever neglects to wear, or wears such a badge without 
authority, shall be punished by the penalty provided in Sec- 
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tion 10 of this by-law. (Any other board or officer may be 
designated in place of the Board of Health.) 

Sect. 6. Every vehicle or other receptacle used by a li- 
censee as a conveyance for articles offered or exposed for sale 
by him shall have attached thereto on each side a number 
plate, to be furnished by the town with his license, bearing 
the number and date of expiration of such license. 

Sect. 7. No person shall be registered or assigned a badge 
or number plate under the provision of sections three and 
five of these by-laws until he presents a certificate from the 
Sealer of Weights and Measures stating that all weighing and 
measuring devices intended to be used by such person have 
been duly inspected and sealed as required by law. The use 
of or possession by such person with intent to use, any false 
or unsealed weighing or measuring devices, shall be sufficient 
cause for the revocation of his license, or the cancellation of 
his registration. 

Sect. 8. Nothing in these by-laws shall be construed as 
conflicting with any license issued under the authority of the 
Commonwealth. 

Sect. 9. Any license granted under these by-laws or any 
by-law amendatory or additional thereto, may be revoked by 
the (Board granting the same.) 

Sect. 10. Whoever violates any provision of these by-laws 
shall be punished by a fine not exceeding twenty dollars for 
each offence. 

Sect. 11. All by-laws or parts of by-laws inconsistent here- 
with are hereby repealed. 

(Approved by Attorney General, May 13, 1919). 


BY-LAW AS TO TOWN CONTRACTS 


On all contracts for labor, materials, supplies, equipment, 
merchandise or other articles wherein the amount involved is 
$500 or more, the Board, Department, Committee or Officials 
of the Town in charge of the expenditure of such money shall 
be required to submit the awarding of the same to public bid 
and no expenditure shall be permitted of $500 or in excess 
thereof unless the same shall have been awarded upon public 
bid. 

Approved by the Attorney General March 31, 1931. 
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BY-LAW AS TO HOURS OF DUTY FOR FIREMEN 
EMPLOYED BY TOWN OF FALMOUTH 


1. Each regularly employed fireman shall be entitled, 
without loss of pay, to one entire day of twenty-four hours off 
of duty of each and every five days. 


2. The arrangement and designation of the day of 
twenty-four hours off duty as aforesaid shall be on the par- 
ticular or specific days designated by the Board of Fire En- 
gineers arranged so that the efficiency of the Fire Depart- 
ment shall not be lessened thereby. 


3. Notwithstanding the foregoing provision as to one day 
off of duty out of every five, the regularly employed firemen 
of the town shall be subject to immediate recall to duty at 
any time on emergency signal of the Chief or Acting Chief of 
the Fire Department. 


(Approved by the Attorney General on Sept. 1, 1932). 
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
